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RAISES WAGES 


10 Per Cent Advance for 3,700 


Drawing Less than $200 
a Month. 


The 3,700 employés of the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company who receive 
less than $200 a month will receive a 
10 per cent advance in wages and sal- 
aries beginning Nov. 1, it was announced 
yesterday. 

Half an hour before quitting time the 
various department heads at the Michi- 
gan boulevard headquarters posted no- 
tices announcing the salary increases 
and concluding: 


This action has been decided upon 
owing to the increase in living ¢x- 
penses that has taken place in the 
last few months. Yours very truly, 

E. G. Cowpzry, President. 


Annual Cost $350,000, 


Later Mr. Cowdery éxpiained that the 
increase would affect 3,700 employés, 
would add another $350,000 to the an- 
nual pay rolls of the company, raising 
the wage item to $4,050,000. 

“ A month ago it became evident that 
our salaried employés were fighting an 
uphill battle, with the load getting heav- 
fer as the cost of living mounted,” he 
said. ‘‘The announcement just made 
is a result of our deliberations from 


that time to this : 


“The discontent was not open, but it

Council Committee Informed. : 
The proposed advance in pay was in- 


formally announced to the council com- 
mittee on gas, oll, and electric light

Lodge Charges 
Deceit by Wilson 
in German Note 


Brockton, Mass., Oct. %—Henry Ca- 
bot Lodge, ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the senate committee on foreign 
relations, in a speech here tonight as- 
serted that President Wilson had added 
a postscript to the second Lusitania 
note of June 9, 1915, in which he in- 
‘|formed the German government that 
the strong phrases of the so-called 
“strict accountability note of May 
13 were “not to be taken seriously."’ 

Senator Lodge said that this post- 
script disappeared after mtmbers of the 
cabinet had threatened to resign and 
to let the public know of the post- 


script. 
“Felt Out” the Public. 


**On May 7, 1915,"" he seid, “ the Lusi- 
tania was sunk and 115 Americans right- 
fully on board, were sent to their death. 
At Philadelphia the next day, President 
Wilson said that there was such a thing 
as ‘ being too proud to fight.’ I think he 
said it for the purpose of seeing how the 
country liked it. He found out and 


changed his mind over night. 


*‘On May 18 he sent his famous 
‘Strict accountability,’ and ‘Omit no 
word or act’ note to Germany, signed 
by Secretary of State Bryan. On June 
9, 1915, a second note was sent, much 
‘milder than the first, and it was signed 
by Lansing, secretary pro tem, 
Bryan having resigned the night before. 
It seemed incredible that Mr. Bryan 
should sign the first note and refuse to 


sign the second. 
Postscript Is Added. 


*“ After the note had been read to the 
cabinet and agreed to by all the mem- 
bers, Mr. Wilson added a postscript 
which I have not seen, because it mys- 
terious disappeared. In this postscript 
President Wilson informed the impertal 
German government that the words 
‘strict accountability’ and the other 
strong phrases in the first note were not 
to be taken seriously, and ended by 
agreeing to refer the whole matter to ar- 


bitration. 


“This, of course, pleased Mr. Bryan, 
but it did not please the other members [| 
of the cabinet, who threatened tp resign 


and expose the whole thing. 
Then Bryan Resigns. 


“The postscript was removed and 
Mr. Bryan resigned. Mr. Bryan told 
Dr. Dumba, the Austrian minister, that 
the note of May 13 did not mean any- 
thing, and Dr. Dumba immediately sent 
the word along to Berlin. He later 


was recalled.

[ THE WOMEN'S MEETING | 


The women’s meeting in the Audi- 
torlum theater in the afternoon was 
one of the most remarkable of its 
kind ever éxperienced in Chicago. 
Forty-two hundred women voters 
filled the great hall. Two or three 
times that number crowded the streets 
about the building during the hour 


preceding the colonel’s arival. 


The fire department closed the doors 
when the limit was reached, and later 
a big overflow meeting was held in 
Recital hall, addressed by James A. 
Garfield and Mrs. Kellogg Fairbank. 

Col Roosevelt was greeted by the 
women with extraordinary enthusiasm. 
He talked for an hour an’ ten min- 
utes. Instead of preaching “ soft 
words” and appealing to the “safety 
first” fear of the people, Col. Roose 
velt declared that the surest way to 
ward off war or any danger of that 
sort was to stop the “peace at any 
price” preaching. 

“FIGHT AT DROP OF HAT.” 

“1 wish peace,” he said at one time, 
throwing his manuscript to one side. 
“J will do all in my power to keep 
peace. I don’t waz.t to see my loved 
ones go to war, as they would go if 
war should come. I will do all I can 
to keep out.

Eighteen thousand personse—there 
was room for no more—cheered for 
thirty-five minutes in the stockyards 
pavilion last night to welcome Theo- 
dore Roosevelt “of the United States.” 

It was an ovation that completely 
overshadowed the six minute demon- 


stration which greeted Presideat Wil- 
son in the same hall just a week 
earlier, and it was an ovation in which 
both men and women took part. The 
colonel’s hearers came from all parts 
of the city and even from out in the 
state. Men and women, ordinarily 
sedate stood on their chairs and 
cheered or sang incessantly from the 
moment Roosevelt entered the hall, 

Elevated and surface lines carried 
thousands. The stockyards trains on 
the South Side line were christened 
“Roosevelt specials.” Shortly before 
7:30 firemen closed the doors of the 
pavilion. 


THREE OVERFLOW MEETINGS. 

When Roosevelt arrived at 8 o’clock 
15,000 persons were pounding on the 
doors and clamoring for admission. 
Emergency speakers were pressed into 
service, and three overflow meetings 
were held. 

The colonel entered the hal! just at 
8 o’clock. It was 8:38 before Henry 
R. Rathbone, president of the Ham- 
ilton club, was able to get order. For 
thirty-five minutes the great throng 
cheered and sang. The appearance of 
Roosevelt precipitated an outburst 


that buried the band’s effort to play : 


“From Atlanta to the Sea.” 

During the demonstration, Medill Me- 
Cormick and Mayor Thompson took 
turns at leading the cheering: 

Hooray! 

Hooray!

Teddy! 

At one stage Mr. McCormick handed 
Roosevelt a “big stick,” which the 
colonel held above his head while some- 
body shouted:

CROWD YELLS THEOUGH SONGS 

During the first six minutes of the 


ovation the crowd yelled without inter- 


ruption, men and women alike waving 
above their heads thousands of tiny 
American fiegs.

again in- answer to the crowd's de- 
mands. 

Then the band played “ America,” 
while the colonel and part of the audi- 
ance sang.

| No Waste of Equipment. 

One big element which it ts declared

replace this equipment with steam appa- 
ratus, in view of the general trend 
toward electrified operation. 

The reverse side of the shield is the 
greatly increased cost of all the ma- 
terials, especially copper, used in elec- 
trification. The advance is said to be 
from 25 to 100 per cent over prices in 
effect when previous electrification esti- 
mates were made. The Association of 
Commerce smoke abatement commit- 
tee placed the cost of terminal electri- 
fication of the Illinois Central at $10,- 
000,000, but if the new system is applied 
solely to suburban service it is ad- 
mitted the cost would be much less, 
even taking into consideration the ad- 
vance in price of material. 


New Ordinance Ready. 

A. 8. Baldwin, chief engineer of the 
Illinois Central, informed Chairman 
Ellis Geiger of the city council railway 
terminal committee during the day that 
the railroad is ready to submit sup- 
plemental plans, together with a pro- 
posed ordinance providing for the new 
terminals. Ald. Geigemg suggested the 
ordinance be introduced at the council 
meeting Monday, so it can be taken up 
at the meeting of the committee on 
Wednesday morning. 

Although the supplemental! plans make 
no definite provision for electrification, 
members of the railway terminal com- 
mission do not regard this as disheart- 
ening. They suspect the officials of 
the Illinois Central are holding back on 
the electrification project for ‘trading

The prime purpose of the proposed tax amendé- 
ment, which is favored by all parties in Ilinois, 
is the lowering of taxes. The classification of 
personal property, which it authorizes, would be 
so done as to assure all personal property hold. 
@rs that the rate would be low, it is pointed out, 
and thus would induce them to make honest 
schedules of their full holdings. The result 
should be that instead of real estate and chat- 
tels—of the poorest as well as the richest—pay- 
ing the cost of state administration, a great part 
would be borne by security holders, Yet there 
would be so many among whom to divide the 
tax that on no individual should it fall heavily. 

How the classification should be made is a 
matter of expert opinion. The state legislature 
is not committed to any particular classification 
by the amendment on next month's ballot. The 
Tiinois classification will be determined after a 
study of the methods in other states. Minne. 
sota furnishes an example with its three mill 
tax, which has lowered greatly the rate of taxa- 
‘tion, yet has added greatly to the state's rev. 
enue, solely because more .people wil] pay an 
equitable tax. It is comprehensible, on the other 
hand, that Ilinois citizens should dislike paying 
three cents on a dollar. It is a stimulant to 
evasion and dishonesty. 

The state showed in 1912 by its strong vote 
of approval on, the broad policy question of 
whether the iegislature should be allowed to 
Classify that it favored tax reform. On the 


the other great governments are going to stand 
equarely behind their business men in the quest 
for world trade.

It is hard to see the source of his hope, unlegs it 
lay in the memory that the administration has 
reversed itself completely on almost every other 
issue. Yet the Democracy daily announces its 
coyiplete opposition to tariff reform. There is no 
hope of that reform except through a restoration 
of Republican power at Washington.

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HOSPITAL FIRE 
TAKES 19 LIVES 


Nuns Display Heroism in 
Farnham, Que., Blaze, 
Saving Many. 


Farnham, Quebec, Oct. 26.—Nineteen 
persons—five children, eight women, and 
six men—were believed late tonight to 
have lost their lives In the fire which 
destroyed St. Elizabeth hospital early 
tcday. There were 218 persons in the 
hospital, of whom 113 were children, 
thirty-six aged women, and the others 
servants and assistants to the Grey 
nuns. 

The fire, the cause of which has not 
been determined, still smouldered at 
midnight, making it impossible to ascer- 
tain accurately how many of the in- 
mates of the hospital had perished. The 
property damage was estimated at $135,- 
000, partly covered by insurance. 


Starts in Chimney. 

An investigation as to the cause of 
the fire disclosed that a blaze started 
in a chimney of the hospital Tuesday 
night. It is the theory of the authori- 
ties that this smoldered and broke out 
again last night. : 

Many of the nuns, it was sald, risked 
their lives in efforts to save patients 
and children entrapped in the hospital. 
Fanned by a strong breeze, the flames, 
unchecked by the small jets of water 
the firemen were able to throw on 
them, swept through the building with 
lightning speed, cutting off the inmates 
in the various departments. 


Rescuers Work in Dark. 

The electric lights went out soon after 
the fire started and the nuns and other 
rescuers had to work in tne wark. Men 
who went into the building said they 
had to carry out patients with others 
hanging on to them. A number of the 
rescuers were lost in the darkness and 
had narrow escapes. 

One nun single handed is said to have 
saved the lives of forty-five children. | 
She stood on a balcony on the third 
floor on which the children had been 
cut off and handed them to firemen on 
ladders below. 

Suspect Incendiaries. 

Incendiaries are believed by the police 
to be at work here. They are blamed 


for two fires tonight and for a third 
blaze discovered at r.idnight in a barn 
in the rear of Campbell's general store. 
Mrs. Campbell declares she saw a man 
running away from the place. 

Later the city bridge crossing the river 
in the heart of the town was found to be 
blazing. 

The situation is regarded as so serious 
that Mayor McCorkill established a pa- 
trol which will guard the town all night.

Former Miss Boutell Charges 
Husband Broke Vows Soon 
After Society Wedding. 


HE WILL NOT CONTEST CASE. 


A divorce bill was filed yesterday by 
Mrs. Alice Gates Boutell-Ladd, daugh- 
ter of Henry Sherman Boutell, minister 
to Switzerland under the Taft adminis- 
tration, and wife of John W. Brooks 
Ladd. Mr. Ladd is a member of a prom- 
inent Boston family and in the bill Mrs. 
Ladd refers to his. holdings of stock in 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, the Western Union Telegraph 
company, and in various Massachusetts 
corporations. 

Mr. Ladd is accused of affairs with 
women. No names are used in the bill. 
There are, however, references to his 
exploits, in which are mentioned inci- 
dents in the Hotel Lombard and in Mr. 
Ladd’s apartment at 308 South Irving 
avenue. Improprieties since Dec. 31, 
1915, are mentioned. 


Forced to Go to Sanitarium. 

Mrs. Ladd's bill alleges that her hus- 
band’s conduct has been such as to 
cause her great mental anguish and de- 
pression for which treatment in an east- 
ern sanitarium was necessary. 

Ladd is accused of violating his vows 
soon after his marriage in St. John’s 
church in Washington on Thanksgiving, 
1912 Mr. Boutell returned from Switz- 
erland for the wedding which was a 
social event of note.

TIME NOT RIPE FOR PROTEST. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—The activity of 
the American destroyer fleet in rescu- 
ing passengers from ships sunk by the 
German submarine U-23 off the Amer- 
ican coast was declared a violation of 
neutrality by speakers in the house of 
lords today. Leaders in opposition to 
the views of the American government 
who spoke today were Baron Beres- 
ford and Baron Sydenham. 

The matter was brought up by re- 
quests for information from Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs Grey regarding the 
American policy and possible action by 
the British government. : 
Viscount Grey’s reply was that the 
matter was one between the American 
and German governments. While atat- 
ing that the British government waé 
not yet informed as to whether any acts 
of the U-53 constituted a breach of the 
German promise to President Wilson, 
he declared that German submarines 
had committed violations of that pledge 
in other waters many times. 


“Acted Under U. 8. Navy Eyes.” 
Lord Sydenham referred to “the ac 
tivities of the U-53 under the very eyes 
of the American navy ” and the declara- 
tion of President Wilson which had re- 
sulted in the German pledge. 

“Even before the exploits of the U-53 
that pledge was torn to shreds,” Lord 
Sydenham declared. “ Yet the govern- 
ment of the United States has made no 
sign whatever that the sinking of neu- 
tral ships goes on almost every day. 
The Norwegians have lost eighteen ves- 
sels in this one month, and what must 
small neutrals think of their powerful 
representative?” ’ 

No life, he said, was lost because of 
the presence of American warships. 
Lord Sydenham took the position that 
the presence of American warships actu- 
ally enabled Germany to defy what he 
said President Wilson had described as 
a sacred and indisputable rule of inter- 
national law. 


Aided and Abetted Germany? 

Baron Beresford expressed the opinion 
that Germany intended to bring America 
into the war so as to be able to say she 
could not fight the whole world, and also 
because the United States would be «@ 
valuable asset to her at the peace con- 
ference. ‘‘The United States ig really 
rather aiding and awetting this rather 
jserious state of affairs,” he continued. 

“If the United States had not sent their 
ships, which for séme extraordinary rea- 
son happened to be on the spot, to save 
life, the Germans wuld, no doubt, have 
broken the pledge to which their atten- 
tion had been called. I think we are 
bound to take notice of a fact which 
does not appear to be quite within the 
bounds of neutrality as far as the United 
States is concerned.’ 


U. S.-Germany Question. 
Foregn Secretary Grey sald: 
‘*We have no understanding with the 
United States government as to what 
information they ae going to get or 


when they have obtained it. All we can 
do is to obtain informa for ourselves 
from such sources as ar* open to us, and 
these sources in this case I imagine are

The Jerusalem Artichoke. 


OR those who seek daintiness and 

flavor changes, while getting 
some equivalent of a common 
food, the Jerusalem artichoke 
offers a gratifying equal of the 
white potato. To its several names 
some of the grocers are adding a new 
one this year and taking some liberty 
in the spelling. They are labeling the 
bin or box of these vegetables “ ground 
artichoix.”” If we want to be cos- 
mopolitan we may use the French 
name, “ topinambour.”’ 

Like the Japanese Crésnes, which 

carries the surname of a French gen- 

tleman, who introduced the little tuber 
into France, so that it is incorrect to 

Anglicize it to “crown,” the Jerusalem 

artichoke is delicious in a nice cream 

sauce slightly, or at any rate lightly 
favored with cheese. 

Farmers’ bulletin 295, on “ Potatoes 

and Other Root Crops as Food,” gives 

about a page to this tuber, mentioning 
the fact that the name is @ corruption 
of “ girasole,”’ the Italian name for sun- 
flower. But this English corruption led 
to the invention by a French cook, 
probably on English soil, where so 
many of thee men have found em- 
ployment in the retinues of dukes and 
generals, of “ Palestine soup.”’ The best 
way to make this soup is with chicken 
broth. But a soup made with milk 
and artichokes may be equally delicate. 


Cream of Artichoke Soup. 
Gently fry in a tablespoon of butter 
two cups of peeled and sliced artichokes 
and one small onion, sliced. Do not 
allow to brown. Over a gentle fire then 
stew in the butter. Season with salt, 
nutmeg, and whatever else preferred, 
add two cups of milk, cook five to ten 
minutes, put through sieve, and serve 
in cups. This may be made just as the 
simplest potato soups are made. Most 
people will consider it thick enough.
